ITie  steamer  City  of  Columbus 
fhich  left  lloston  for  Savannah,  Thurs- 
day. Jan.  17,  at  j  p.  m  ,  siruck  on  Dev- 
il's Bridge  reef,  oil  Gay  Head,  Fridav. 
at  3.45  a.  m„  heeled  over  and  filled. 
She  had  on  board  83  passengers  and 
46  officers  and  crew.  Of  these,  toi 
are  believed  to  have  perished.  So 
sudden  was  the  accideni  that  many 
had  not  time  to  get  out  of  their  sale- 
rooms, until  washed  out  by  the  "heavy 
sea.  The  rigging  was  rilled  with  men, 
who  for  ten  long  hours  held  0.1  for 
their  lives,  some  of  ihem.  however, 
freezing  to  e*eath  and  falling  into  the 
a-ater.  One  very  sad  fact  is  thai  not 
n  or  child  was  saved.  The 
cutter  De«ter  and  a  life  boat 
from  Gay  Head  rescued  the  survivors 
from  the  wreck,  among  whom  was 
Captain  Wright,  commander  of  the 
steamer,  who  was  the  last  man  to  leave 
reck,  alive.  The  cause  of  this 
sad  catastrophe  is  not  known,  but  the 
siatement  that  the  buoy  had  changed 
its  position,  is  the  one  mnsl  probable. 

The  sieamei  was  worth  $300000, 
and  was  rated  A  1  in  sea  going  re 
spects. 

Everything  is  being  done,  that  can 
be,  by  the  L'osion  &  Savannah  Steam- 
ship Co.,  who  have  carried  250,000 
passengers,  and  never  lost  a  life  be- 
fore. Two  or  more  tugs  are  searching 
for  bodies,  which  are  broucht  to  Boston 
tor  identification  as  soon  as  found. 

This  terrible  accident  has  made  sad 
the  hearts,  not  only  of  those  who  have 
lost  near  and  dear  friends,  but  of  all 
who  have  read  about  it.

The  field  was  examined  by  a  number 
of  Western  and  Canada  wheat  grow- 
ers and  they  without  exception  pr > 
floancea  it  the  finest  in  all  respects 
they  had  ever  seen.  Considering  the 
dry  season  this  was  a  remarable  yield 
as  the  average  crop  in  the  western 
wheat  growing  Stale  is  but  15  bushels 
Young  man  why  go  west?
